IO Commandments 
Of Hunting Safety 
Reported By State 


With thousands of hunters once 
again afield, problems in the safe 
use of weapons become all im­ 
portant. 
Conservation 
department 
sta­ 
tistics indicate that 
25 
hunters 
will die and about 180 will suf­ 
fer from gunshot wounds during 
the season. 
And with generally more lib­ 
eral seasons this year, numbers 
of hunters marked for death or 
injury may actually exceed those 
estimates. 
In case of 
accident, 
hunters 
are required by law first to give 
assistance to the injured, then to 
report to the nearest state police 
post or sheriff’s office. 
And the hunter who Injures 
' or kills another should realize 
that for five years after the ac­ 
cident occurs he will be for­ 
bidden by Michigan law to pur­ 


chase a hunting license of any 
kind. 
But accidents probably • could 
be wiped out entirely if hunters 
would follow a few common sense 
rules. 
The Ten Commandments 
for Shooting Safety are: 
1. Treat every gun 
with 
the 
respect due a loaded gun. 
2. Carry only empty guns, tak­ 
en down or with the action open, 
into your automobile, camp, or 
home. 
3. Always be sure 
the 
barrel 
and action are clear of obstruc­ 
tions. 
4. Always carry your gun so 
that you can control the direc­ 
tion of the muszle even if you 
stumble. 
5. Be sure of your target be­ 
fore you fire. 
6. Never point a gun at any­ 
thing you do not wish to shoot. 
7. Never leave your gun un­ 
attended unless you unload It 
first. 
8. Never climb a tree or fence 
with a loaded gun. 
9. Never shoot at a flat, hard

Hydrogen Bomb Can Only Kill 
It Has No Beneficial Purposes 


TXESPITE the lack of official 
conlirma- 
tion by the Atomic 
Energy Commis­ 
sion, there seems to be little doubt that the 
American government has fired the first 
hydrogen bomb in world history. 
Uncensored letters from the area of the 
Eniwetok Islands report the results of a 
blast of tremendous scope, a magnitude of 
intensity that apparently could be created 
only by the explosion of a hydorgen bomb. 
The AEC has indicated that an announce­ 
ment will be made soon describing at least 
some of the results of the atomic tests in 
the Eniwetok area. 
It is, of course, extremely reassuring to 
Americans that our government continues 
to hold the lead—and apparently bv a de­ 
cisive margin—in 
the 
development 
of 
atomic weapons, including 
the 
ferocious 
hydrogen bomb. It serves to stabilize world 
peace because it is an effective deterrent 
to Communistic acts of aggression by So­ 
viet Russia and her satellites. 
The secrets of atomic energy, now being 
developed at a rapid pace 
by 
American 
scientists, serve peaceful as well as arma­ 
ment purposes. In fact, atomic 
develop­ 
ments presage an entirely new era for im- 


Voting Record 
Hurdled Obstacles 
C'OR the first time since 1940. the Am en- 
can people turned out at the polls in 
numbers which suggested they understood 
what a great privilege and responsibility it* 
is to vote. 
Nearly complete figures show that close 
to 60 million Americans cast their ballots 
for President. That total is roughly 80 per 
cent of the 75 million who were registered, 
and some 62 per cent of the 97 million eli­ 
gible citizens. 
Excellent as that showing was, however, 
it did not quite equal that of 1940. when 
49,800.000 voted out of an eligible total of 
79,400.000. In other words, taking into ac­ 
count the increased U. S. population since 
then, we did not go to the polls in 
quite 
the same proportion as in 1940. 
In some areas and localities, the turnout 
was far more spectacular than the national 
average indicates. New York City, for ex­ 
ample, got out 96 per cent of its registered 
vote, and the state as a whole sent 90 per 
cent of the registered total. In 
Virginia, 
around 88 per cent came out, and in Mary­ 
land, about 82. 
If the percentage of eligible voters be 
taken as the real test, we still fall consid­ 
erably short of many European countries 
on performance. But there are at least two 
factors which excuse us slightly 
in 
any 
eompanson. 
' We have such frequently stiff obstacles 
as state-by-state registration requirements, 
of which a year’s residence is usually the 
toughest feature. Being a 
highly 
mobile 
people in a land 3500 miles wide, we al­ 
ways have a substantial number who sim­ 
ply cannot meet the residence test. 
Secondly, we place no penalty on not 
voting, as some nations do. We 
leave 
it 
entirely to a voter’s own conscience wheth­ 
er he will exercise his great opportunity 
or not. 
In the light of these things, the record 
af Nov. 4. 1952, was notable.

Deer Hunters, 
Be Careful! 
npHE deer hunting season opens tomorrow 
for the annual 
two-weeks 
“run”. 
It 
promises to be one of the biggest deer sea­ 
sons in Michigan history from the stand­ 
point of the number of hunters participa­ 
ting and probably also in the number ot 
deer killed. 
We hope—but sincerely doubt—that the 
1952 season will produce another record— 
in the fewest number of hunters killed or 
wounded. 
It is a know'n fact that nearly all of the 
deer hunting accidents could be avoided if 
hunters exercised reasonable caution. The 
most important rule for deer hunters, of 
course, is to know and be sure 
of 
their 
target. In the Upper Peninsula, at least, 
only antlered deer are legal game. If the 
hunter holds his fire until he is sure he 
sees antlers, he is not likely to kill a hunt­ 
ing companion by mistake. 
The number of persons and objects that 
have been shot mistakenly for 
deer 
by 
quick-triggered hunters indicates that the 
rules of caution and common sense are not 
wrell observed. Or at least not w'ell enough 
observed. 
Think before you shoot. Remember it is 
far better to miss your chance to fill your 
license than it is to shoot another hunter.

WASHINGTON — Premier 
Pinay

France has. throwni out feelers for an early 
—if not immediate—visit to 
the 
Uniled 
States for 
a 
conference 
with 
General 
Eisenhower and/or President Truman.. 
At slake in this visit is the entire struc­ 
ture of our carefully built 
up 
Western 
European defense. We have been so busy 
with our own elections that 
the 
public 
doesn’t realize that this now hangs iii the 
balance. 
This was the reason why President Tru­ 
man sent a special courier to Eisenhower 
last week carrying a secret 
communica­ 
tion. 
Briefly here are the reasons for Premier 
Pinay’s proposed pilgrimage and the vital 
factors awaiting decision in West Europe: 
1. The French are sore as blazes over 
our discussion of the Arab demands for 
Noith African independence at the U. N. 
They even threaten to pull out of NATO 
if we don’t back 
them 
up 
against 
the 
Arabs. 
2. The French feel they have been bled 
white in Jndo-Cliina and are about ready 
to dump this in our lap in the same way 
the British dumped Greece. 
3. The Pinay government is in danger 
of being voted out of office. Yet it’s one 
of the most efficient governments France 
has had and definitely pro-American. Ii 
will 
need 
political 
support 
from 
the 
U. S. A. to stay in power, and that politi­ 
cal support will have to come either in re­ 
gard to the Arabs or Indo-China. 
4. A huge Chinese Communist army is 
reported poised on the Indo-Chinese bor­ 
der. If 
thcie’s 
peace 
in 
Korea, 
more 
troops and more material can 
feed 
the 
Communist “revolt” against the French. 
Perhaps worst- of all, and hanging over 
it all, is the 
growing 
anti-Americanism, 
growing isolationism of the French. In the 
same way that many Americans are get­ 
ting more isolationist, so are the French. 
They are increasingly suspicious of Ger­ 
many, are bucking the United European 
Army, and it looks as if the great strides 
toward peace and unity might go down the 
drain. 
Divide and rule is the Kremlin’s strategy, 
and it will take super-human steps by an 
inspiring leader to weld us together again 
with oui' allies. 
This is the greatest problem the new 
President will have to face for, whereas 
Korea is a very small war, what's happen­ 
ing in Europe is planting the definite seeds 
of another world war. 
CABINETEERS 
Sinclair Weeks, the Boston banker w’ho 
came out for Eisenhower against Taft at 
a crucial moment before the Chicago con­ 
vention. probably will not fulfill his great 
ambition to follow in the footsteps of his 
father—but he is likely to get the No. I 
diplomatic post—Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James. 
Because Eisenhower won’t a p p o i n t 
men to his cabinet from one state (Lodge 
and Weeks of Massachusetts) Weeks will 
probably miss the oportunity to be Secre­ 
tary of defense, an ambition he has cher­ 
ished since his father, John 
W. 
Weeks, 
was Secretary of War 
in 
the 
Harding- 
Cool-idge cabinets. 
It was the elder Weeks who played an 
important paid in the life of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, giving him a promotion a t,a 
psychological time. 
MacArthur, then a brigadier general in 
the Philippines, anxiously watched other 
comrades getting promoted, finally had his 
♦ hen father-in-law, Edward T. Stotesbury, 
partner of J. P. Morgan, call on Secretary 
Weeks, remind him of the Stotesbury con­ 
tributions to the COP.

RALEIGH, N. C.—(NEA)—The 
remote and romantic, fascinating 
and 
fabulous 
“Outer 
Banks”— 
sometimes only narrow strips of 
windswept sand jutting out into 
the Atlantic almost the length of 
the North Carolina eoa it—are now 
on their way toward becoming an­ 
other national park. 
This 
development — l o n g 
a 
dream of state officials—comes at 
a time when this corner of the 
world is becoming more accessible 
and more familiar to Americans. 
It comes, too, at a time when the 
long-isolated islanders are being 
touched more and more by the 
mainstream of American life. 
The area has communities which 
have done without jails, police­ 
men, mayors or even tax collectors 
for as* far back as anyone can re­ 
member. 
It is sometimes called 
the birthplace 
of America. It is 
the birthplace 
of aviation. 
It is 
the land, too, of the roaming w'ild 
ponies and the toy deer.

Jutting far out into the Atlantic 
and brushed by the Gulf stream. 
it is a fisherman’s paradise, and 
virtually all the communities on 
the Outer Banks 
are centers of 
commercial a n d .sports fishing. 
Beaches on the seaward side 
are strew'n with sand-covered ribs 
and mast sections of illfated ships. 
For this is the land, too, of storied 
Cape ‘Hatteras, graveyard of the 
Atlantic, whose famuos lighthouse 
was abandoned in the 1930’s be­ 
cause of the encroaching sea, but 
was 
finally 
saved 
by 
quickly 
erected sand fences and the plant­ 
ing of hardy bead! grasses. 
Many of the islanders are de­ 
scendants of the survivors of ship­ 
wrecks in early times. 
Tile na­ 
tives’ peculiar dialect is sprinkled 
with Elizabethan phrases. 
Many 
Old World customs prevail, such 
as the practice in the village of 
Rodanthe of observing Christmas 
in January. 
North

Van Vliet reported in May, 1945, 
he was convinced by his visit that 
the Russians committed the mur­ 
ders, Although Moscow blamed the 
Germans.

George H. Earle, former gover­ 
nor of Pennsylvania and once Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt’s special emissary 
to Turkey, testified yesterday he 
showed the President Bulgarian 
and Romanian documents in May, 
1944, 
proving 
Russian guilt at 
Katyn. 
Earle said Roosevelt was con­ 
vinced the Germans had committed 
the killings. 
When he proposed publishing a 
full report about Katyn, Earle 
said, the President forebade him. 
He produced a letter from Roose­ 
velt which said it would be a 
"betrayal” for a presidential en­ 
voy to make public "your unfavor­ 
able opinion of one of our allies 
at the very time when such a pub­ 
lication...might 
do 
irreparable 
harm to our war effort.” 
A collector offered $1,500 for the 
letter, Earle added. 
He said he tried to warn the 
President before the Normandy 
landing in 1944 that "Russia was a 
greater menace than Germany."

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Failing Hearts Hooked 
Up With Electricity 
To Keep People Alive 


CAMBRIDGE, 
Mass. 
UR— A 
method of keeping people alive by 
virtually plugging them into an AC 
electrical outlet was disclosed to­ 
day by the New England Journal 
of Medicine. 
The regional medical publication 
says that to "hook up” a patient 
is "simple” and describes it this 
way: 
A thyraton stimulator, about the 
size of a table radio—"which pro­ 
vides the missing heartbeat”— is 
plugged 
into an ordinary alter­ 
nating current electrical outlet. It 
converts the electricity into waves 
or impulses. 
Needles In Chest 
Then hypodermic needles con­ 
nected to the machine are inserted 
into each side of 
the 
patient’s 
chest. 
"The needles carry the electric 
pulse through the thick outer skin 
which is resistant to electric cur­ 
rent,” the 
Journal of Medicine 
says. "The electrical impulse then 
travels from a negative electrode, 
clamped on one needle, across the 
heart to a positive electrode on 
the other needle.” 
The paper says, “If the heart 
can be kept beating and pumping 
blood over a period of time, there 
is a good chance that the normal 
heart beat will resume again.” 
The article adds, however, that 


"if the heart beat stops for long 
the patient dies.” 
The new method of giving fail­ 
ing hearts a second chance to take 
up normal functions was developed 
by Dr. Paul M. Zoll, associate in 
medicine at the Harvard Medical 
School and chief of 
the 
cardiac 
clinic of the Beth Israel Hospital. 
Two Patients Saved 
He said that the lives of at 
two patients already were saved 
by this method. 
The heart of 
one patient was 
kept pumping by electrical impul­ 
ses for five straight days. 
It was reported that "standstill,” 
or stopping of the 
heart 
beat, 
occurs in severe cases of heart

It’s Fruitcake Time 


By CECILY BROWNSTONE 
It’s not too soon to be thinking 
ahead to Christmas—if you have 
fruit-cake making in mind. This 
recipe for that scrumptious holi­ 
day concoction should be baked 
a month to six weeks before 
Christmas so that the cakes can 
mellow. 
This fruit cake slices 
best when it has been allowed to 
age, ana it remains moist. 
You will note that the recipe 
directs keeping the cak-r in a cool 
place wnile it mellows. By cool 
place we mean a kitchen cabinet 
or pantry where the temperature 
is hoi inclined to go much beyond 
70 degrees. 
It you do s*ore the 
wrapped cakes at room tempera­ 
ture in this way, place them in a 
tightly covered tin box. 
However, if you can spare the 
refrigerator space, the wrapped 
cakes will mellow even better 
there, and they slice wonderfully 
well when they are cold. 
Stored 
in 
either 
place, 
the 
cakes should be wrapped in two 
thicknesses of heavy waxed paper 
or in one thickness of aluminum 
foil. 
One more tip: Spread your fruit­ 
cake making over two days. On 
one^day get the dried and candied 
fruit and nutmeats ready and mix 
with a cup of flour as the recipe 
directs. Next day prepare the bat­ 
ter, mix with the floured fruit and 
nuts and bake the cakes. 
Note that this recipe calls for 
thrifty, convenient, and nutritious 
evaporated milk — and that it 
makes two or four loaves. 
Keep 
one or two for the family, give 
one or two gaily-wrapped loaves 
away. 
Since this fruit cake is 
neither dark nor light, but in be­ 
tween, a lot of eaters will enjoy it. 
Remembrance Fruit Cake 
Ingredients: % pound seedless 
raisins, % pound currants, 6 ounc­ 
es citron, 2 ounces bandied lemon 
peel, 2 ounces candied orange 
peel, Vt pound candied cherries, 
4 
ounces 
candied 
pineapple, 
Vz pound (about 2 cups) broken 
pecan or English walnut meats,

Sift re­ 
maining l 1/^ cups flour with bak­ 
ing powder, salt, cinnamon, cloves, 
allspice, mace and nutmeg. 
Stir 
into egg yolk mixture. 
Beat egg 
whites until stiff but not dry and 
fold in. Add batter to fruit mix­ 
ture. 
Mix and stir only 
until 


blended. Grease pans lightly and 
line twice 
with 
heavy 
waxed 
paper. 
This mixture will make 
either four cakes 71/^x33/4x2 3/4 
inches, or two cakes 83/4x4V2x2 3/4 
inches. 
Divide 
mixture 
evenly 
and 
press 
into 
pans, 
leveling 
tops. 
If desired, decorate tops 
with additional pieces of candied 
fruits 
such 
as 
pineapple 
and 
cherries, and nuts. Bake in very 
slow (275F.) 
oven 
until 
done, 
about 2 hours for the small cakes, 
or about 2% hours for the larger 
cakes. (When cakes are done, they 
are lightly 
browned 
and 
tiny 
cracks begin to appear in the top. 
These cracks close when cakes 
cool.) Cool cakes in pans about 
IO minutes, then turn out on racks 
and place right side up again to 
finish cooling. 
When ready 
to 
store 
cakes 
to 
ripen, 
remove 
waxed paper from them and re­ 
wrap either in clean waxed paper 
or aluminum foil. 
Keep in cool 
place until ready to use. 
Makes 
6 pounds fruit cake.

He said his committee’s as­ 
signment was primarily “to help 
AP detect weaknesses and to sug­ 
gest ways . . . to make the fine 
staff more valuable to the mem­ 
bership.” 
Stories Need Life 


Colburn’s 
report recommended 
sharper selection and editing of 
routine stories; a continuing cam­ 
paign 
for 
more 
lucid 
writing; 
greater emphasis on injecting life 
into stories; double checking, and 
further efforts to make facts more 
understandable to the reader. 
I The editors also considered the 
' AP sports service and heard re­ 
ports from William S. Lampe, De­ 
troit (Mich.) Times, chairman of 
the Committee on Sports News, 
and Ted Smits, AP general sports 
editor. 
Pre-election surveys by the AP 
were debated at Wednesday’s ses­ 
sion for several hours. A majority 
mf the Committee on Campaign 
end Election Coverage,

MIAMI, Fla. (JI — Dr. Fount 
Richardson of Fayetteville, Ark., 
told members of the Southern Med­ 
ical Association that doctors have 
lost the art of “ treating from the 
heart.”

“ Then he began to specialize. He 
lost the art of treating families. 
He was not to be disturbed at night 
and on afternoons off.

social worker and the politician. 
He had no time for charity.” 
When this happened, Dr. Rich­ 
ardson said, public agencies moved 
into the medical field to treat the 
indigent and 
the move toward 
socialized medicine had started.
